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I’ve begun a series of columns, the first two of which ran in 
Phaianx Magazine (issues #10 and #11, which are available for 
$1,50each ppd from Brian Phalanx 7100 E. Evans Ave. #329 N 
Denver CO 80224) and this being the third. The series concerns our 
rebellion and how I believe it is running the risk of being merely a 
youth culture phenomenon and having very little legitimacy for older 
people. To avoid that I believe our rebellion needs to address larger 
issues, beyond hair, clothes and music, issues which will change 
our lives and challenge the status quo. 

An important part of the initial or early stage of this rebellion is to 
realize that the socialization that our culture provides us is very 
warped and unfair in order to move on in a conscience way this initial 
foundation must be closely analyzed and most of it unlearned. As 
hard as all of this self-analysis and unlearning can be, building a new 
foundation to replace the old one, finding something that gives you 
a sense of how you fit Into this world, is just as difficult if not more 
so. There is definitely no shortage of people trying to offer a new 
foundation. But many most or all are no better and probably a lot 
worse than the foundation you Just had to unlearn. So who can you 
believe? What is the truth? 

In search of this foundation and as one of the issue worthy of a 
lifelong rebellion I have chose to embrace the natural world over the 
technological man-made one known as civilization. Instead of 
following an imposed man-made system of being, I choose one 
based on nature. A system dictated not by money or power but by 
the balances of nature which are necessary for survival and harmony, 
a system which is not in place for the benefit of the few, the elite 
upper crust, but instead for the benefit of all. 

Most peoples of this world have a history of embracing this 
natural way of being, tribal and earth-based lifestyles. We must turn 
to this history to see how we can learn from its successes and its 
failures and temper that with our modern knowledge to create a way 
of doing things, a way of living which is stronger from all of its 
influences. This sort of modern primitivism (a term I hesitate to use 
because of the tattoo4>iercing connotations, but taken literally it’s a 
good term to describe this way of living.) would draw together all of 
the things I see as foundations of our rebellion; a simple yet 
meaningful way of life and living, a rejection of consumerism and a 
moving away from materialism; as well as embracing this natural 
way of being. This would mean turning away from the concept of 
living above or removed from nature, demanding to live in a way our 
earth can not support which is exactly what our present concept of 
civilization involves. We must realize that we need to live with nature 
as we are part of the world just like any other animal, plant or mineral. 
We must come to see the earth as the provider of all life, as our 
mother, and worthy of respect and reverence. Not as something we 
can divide up and “own", doing with it whatever the "owners" please 
or will allow. 

But, you see, people are scared of nature. They are scared of the 
nature in the world and scared of the nature in themselves. They fear 
the weather, the soil, the water and the wind. They fear the animals 
from the bears to the birds to the bugs. They fear the food chains 
and the seasons and the other cycles and balances of nature. For 
the same reason they also fear their bodies smells, fluids and 
functions, their hairs and their shape. They fear these things 
because they can't control them. People are not the masters of the 
natural world. People can’t make the natural world fit around their 
lives. They can't tell it what to do. 

So people have turned their backs on the natural world and its 
laws. They have chosen a new god, a man-created god called 
technology which they in turn have used to remove themselves as 
much as possible from the natural world. They created a new world, 

a techno-world called civilization whom nature Avista nnlv whnm 


they don’t question the cause which is technology, they just try to 
create more and newer technologies to temporarily cover up the 
problems then inevitably the newer technologies have adverse effects 
as well, which again they think is a need for new technology. So this 
world is caught in this technology-trap with new and bigger problems 
constantly being created. But we must stop looking towards technol¬ 
ogy to solve these problems because, quite frankly, it can’t. We must 
put our lives back into some sort of balance with nature before any real 
resolution will come about. 

Like I wrote before most peoples of this world do have a very strong 
background and history in living in harmony with nature. But these 
times and people are deemed “primitive" and dismissed by our 
"advanced" culture like arrogant short-sighted children ignoring the 
advice of their elders. We must rid ourselves of this prejudice of our 
initial foundation. We must look back to those times, to those people 
living in balance and draw wisdom knowledge and inspiration from 
them. This is not based on a desire to “go back" to a different time as, 
quite obviously, that’s impossible, but we as a people must be able to 
look back and learn in order to move forward. 

Lastly I realize that this has been a fairly vague and basic approach 
to this topic. I just wanted to get the idea out to people in a digestible 
form. Consider this an introduction. I intend to write more specifically 
on this subject, on this approach to life, in the future. Please feel free 
to write me with any ideas or information you have on earth-based 
lifestyles or spirituality or on groups of people who live or have lived 
according to a natural way of being.

CASCADIA RISING 
Eco Anarchy 
In Oregon 

by Atom 

Environmental activists and eco anarchists are occupying the 
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home. They call these besieged woodlands 'Cascadia Free State' and 
regard America as a hostile foreign nation. 

Warner Creek and the greater Willamette National Forest are in the 
Cascade Mountains, part of what ecologists call the Cascadia bioregion. 
A century after Industrial logging came to the Northwest, “5% of our 
native forests are left, native fish runs are collapsing, wolves have been 
wiped off 95% of their range, and the bear are running for cover” writes 
on Cascadia Forest Defender. So activists chose Warner Creek to 
make a stand for endangered species, wilderness, and old, old trees. 

Old in tree terms is 300, 400,1000 years old. We’re talking about 
trees that are way older than this country. In many cases we’re talking 
about trees that were full grown when Columbus invaded. When old 
school forests get clearcut into oblivion they don’t come back, at least 
not within several centuries. You and I will never see forests like these 
again, not in the lower 48 anyway. 

Many of the threatened animals rapidly losing their habitats may not 
come back at all. t 

A fortified wall constructed of downed trees, boulders, and healthy 
doses of concrete and steel stands where Forest Service Road 2408 
ends and the Autonomous Zone begins. To the right of the 10 foot tall 
barrier is the rock face of the mountain — on the left is a steep descent 
several hundred feet down. A grubby, dreadlocked, young man is 
hanging in a climbing harness from 20 foot tall, three legged tower that 
straddles the wall. A banner emblazoned with a clenched fist and an 
anarchist black flag hang from the tripod. A liberated “ROAD CLOSED” 
sign posted on the wall states the obvious. 

An Earth flag and watchtower look out over the sharpened timbers 
of the inner fortress wall and drawbridge. Several half ton concrete 
“lock down" points are set in the road. The typical lock down is a 
concrete filled steel cylinder with holes for a forest defender’s arms. In 
a crisis the forest defenders will chain their wrists together within the 
modified oil drums. Authorities can’t physically force activists from the 
fortifications without seriously injuring them. 

Dozens of other barricades are scattered about the logging road — 
logs, stone walls, and the like. Activists have gouged enormous holes 
in the road, making it utterly impassable. One such trench is six feet 
deep and fifteen feet across and features a stream fed bathtub and 
shower. The authorities will be forced to spend a shit load of money 
to remove the Cascadians and repair the access road. If they dare. 

Most of the Cascadians are outdoors-people and hippys, though a 
few punks and urban squatter types are also involved with the 
Autonomous Zone. The activists live in teepees and tents and cook 
communal meals in a large kitchen teepee. Natural foods stores in 
nearby Eugene donate a constant supply of food to the Free State, and 
a nearby spring provides water. During the winter Cascadia stalwarts 
persevered near constant subzero temperatures and eight feet of 
snow. 

Community support is strong with a constant an diverse stream of 
visitors passing through the gates of the liberated territory. The 
Cascadians host periodic tours of the endangered forest they call 
home. In recent months they welcomed a class of fifteen teens and 
their teachers on a field trip from a New Hampshire highschool. Middle 
aged, middle class tourists have been known to approach the ranger 
station for directions to the Free State. The Forest Defenders are 
working with other northwest environmentalists to oppose the disastrous 
effects of the Salvage Rider, participating in forest blockades all over 
the bioregion. 

The Cascadians are committed to simultaneously creating a non- 
hierarchical community and combating the ecocidal Insanity of industrial 
logging. They intend to non-violently resist the destruction of their 
fledgling Free State as long as possible 1 As of this writing in July ’96, 
no Warner Creek activists have been hit with criminal charges. 

President Clinton's signing of Sen. Slade Gorton’s (R-WA) “Timber 
Salvage Rider" on July 27, 1995 stripped Warner Creek and many 
other stands of old-growth forest, of all federal protection. Previous to 
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voiding the Endangered Species Act and similar conservation 
measures, not to mention “any compact, executive agreement, 
convention, treaty". The law suspends the right of the public to 
challenge timber sales in court, which is the primary means of 
citizen input in forest land management. Section F3 of the law states 
that “No restraining order, preliminary injunction, or injunction 
pending appeal shall be issued by any court of the United States...". 
Further, the law bars “administrative review" of controversial log¬ 
ging plans by other federal agencies or the Forest Service itself. 

In the case of Warner Creek, arsonists torched 9,000 acres of 
the forest in 1991. Judge Hogan’s ruling rewards that crime by 
permitting logging of the burned area, and with minor paperwork, 
the cutting of intact areas untouched by the fire. 

Save America’s Forests in a national environmental group 
working to repeal the rider. The organization’s Winter 95-96 
newsletter points that, “Nature has created insects, disease, and 
fire as essential and intrinsic parts of the cycle of forest life... To 
completely remove or suppress fire, insects, and disease is to 
destroy the fabric and processes that make forests what they are — 
dynamically balanced eco-systems which grow and replenish 
themselves through decay and death". The whole premise of 
“salvage" cutting is bunk and based on pseudo science refutable by 
any 8th grade biology student.

Those of us who live here know 
that it is not the country that makes the difference, but the people in 
It. The whole reason American was started as an independent 
nation, was so the English settlers could escape from Britain’s high 
taxes and religious persecutions. What we ultimately created was 
a nation worse than what they were escaping from. Now it is the 
American public that Is trying to escape from the American gov- 
ernmenL 

What has to be done to stop the stagnated way that we live, is 
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following an Imposed man-made system of being, I choose one 
based on nature. A system dictated not by money or power but by 
the balances of nature which are necessary for survival and harmony, 
a system which is not in place for the benefit of the few, the elite 
upper crust, but instead for the benefit of all. 

Most peoples of this world have a history of embracing this 
natural way of being, tribal and earth-based lifestyles. We must turn 
to this history to see how we can learn from its successes and its 
failures and temper that with our modern knowledge to create a way 
of doing things, a way of living which is stronger from all of its 
influences. This sort of modem primitivism (a term I hesitate to use

We must realize that we need to live with nature 
as we are part of the world just like any other animal, plant or mineral. 
We must come to see the earth as the provider of all life, as our 
mother, and worthy of respect and reverence. Not as something we 
can divide up and “own", doing with it whatever the "owners” please 
or will allow. 

But, you see, people are scared of nature. They are scared of the 
nature in the world and scared of the nature in themselves. They fear 
the weather, the soil, the water and the wind. They fear the animals 
from the bears to the birds to the bugs. They fear the food chains 
and the seasons and the other cycles and balances of nature. For 
the same reason they also fear their bodies smells, fluids and 
functions, their hairs and their shape. They fear these things 
because they can’t control them. People are not the masters of the 
natural world. People can't make the natural world fit around their 
lives. They can’t tell it what to do.

CASCADIA RISING 
Ego Anarchy 
In Oregon

Environmental activists and eco anarchists are occupying the 
Warner Creek area of Oregon’s Willamette National Forest to prevent 
logging of the ancient forest. The enviros have controlled the forest 
since September 6, 1995 when Federal Judge Michael Hogan ruled 
that Warner Creek’s old growth trees could be cut. According to Judge 
Hogan, the “Timber Salvage Rider” signed into law by Bill Clinton in 
July 1995 voided the environmental protections that had safeguarded 
the region for years. Warner Creek is home to Black Bear, Elk, Cougar, 
and the endangered Spotted Owl. 

When the ruling came down, Thomas Creek Timber Co. thought 
they’d just drive right into the National Forest they’d contracted to log 
and cut the fuck out of it. The eco warriors — mobilized by Cascadia 
Forest Defenders and Earth First! — had different ideas: they block¬ 
aded the access road to Warner Creek, and claimed the region as their 


An Earth flag and watchtower look out over the sharpened timbers 
of the inner fortress wall and drawbridge. Several half ton concrete 
“lock down” points are set in the road. The typical lock down is a 
concrete filled steel cylinder with holes for a forest defender’s arms. In 
a crisis the forest defenders will chain their wrists together within the 
modified oil drums. Authorities can’t physically force activists from the 
fortifications without seriously injuring them. 

Dozens of other barricades are scattered about the logging road — 
logs, stone waits, and the like. Activists have gouged enormous holes 
in the road, making it utterly impassable. One such trench is six feet 
deep and fifteen feet across and features a stream fed bathtub and 
shower. The authorities will be forced to spend a shit load of money 
to remove the Cascadians and repair the access road. If they dare. 

Most of the Cascadians are outdoors-people and hippys, though a 
few punks and urban squatter types are also involved with the 
Autonomous Zone. The activists live in teepees and tents and cook 
communal meals in a large kitchen teepee. Natural foods stores in 
nearby Eugene donate a constant supply of food to the Free State, and 
a nearby spring provides water. During the winter Cascadia stalwarts 
persevered near constant subzero temperatures and eight feet of 
snow. 

Community support is strong with a constant an diverse stream of 
visitors passing through the gates of the liberated territory. The 
Cascadians host periodic tours of the endangered forest they call 
home. In recent months they welcomed a class of fifteen teens and 
their teachers on a field trip from a New Hampshire highschool. Middle 
aged, middle class tourists have been known to approach the ranger 
station for directions to the Free State. The Forest Defenders are 
working with other northwest environmentalists to oppose the disastrous 
effects of the Salvage Rider, participating in forest blockades all over 
the bioregion. 

The Cascadians are committed to simultaneously creating a non- 
hierarchical community and combating the ecocidal insanity of industrial 
logging. They intend to non-violently resist the destruction of their 
fledgling Free State as long as possible 1 As of this writing in July ’96, 
no Warner Creek activists have been hit with criminal charges! 

President Clinton’s signing of Sen. Slade Gorton’s (R-WA) “Timber 
Salvage Rider" on July 27, 1995 stripped Warner Creek and many 
other stands of old-growth forest, of all federal protection. Previous to 
the passage of the Rider, Warner Creek was designated a Habitat 
Conservation Area for the Northern Spotted Owl, and kept off-limits to 
industry. The widely decried law overrides all environmental safeguards 
and bars any public input on the sale and logging of federally owned 
forests considered ’damaged’. 

The law allows the timer industry and it’s lackey Forest Service to 
determine which National Forests contain “dead", “diseased", or 
“damaged” trees, or are "susceptible to fire or insect attack". Obvi¬ 
ously that applied to every single acre of woodlands in America. 
Essentially all of America’s National Forests, even those once protected 
by environmental regulations are on the chopping block — to the tune 
of 4.5 BILLION board feet.

Some interesting parallels could be 
drawn about 2 generations of drop outs who live together and die 
together, but it’s really hard for 
me to see any good in such a 
malicious attack. Such a brutal 
death for a man who spread so 
much positive information, 
warmth and love is tragic beyond 
words. I’ve printed some col¬ 
umns from the Little Free Press 
before, and plan to do so again in 
the future. 

I finally got all of my film 
from my travels developed. 
Seeing all of those places I’d 
been made me relive it all a little 
bit, which further inspired me to 
head out west again. Now that 
I've got the car, I feel unstoppable 
and keep making jokes to myself 
about having nothing keeping me 
from just up and going. I like this 
new found feeling of freedom 
and spontaneity - so we’ll see 
where it takes me.

Talk 
about family religion, homelessness, Food Not Bombs, sXe, vegetari¬ 
anism, pornography and history. Well done. 

Bad Asi Nation #3 ($1/ Anthony Chu (not BAN/1032 Goodwin Ln/ 
West Chester PA 19382) This is a punk zine with an angry outspoken 
attitude. They call it a joke zine, but I think they mean what they say and 
calling It a joke is a cop-out. It’s got an interview with the Boils, for whom 
there is much praise in this zine as well as Violent Society (with Marty 
Munch adding in his two cents with the band, including some stuff which 
got me kinda annoyed).

Power Authority (Canada) and Human Waste (Aust), Gecko (a contact 
newsletter from Switzerland), Finnish scene report, articles on fur, 
sexism and a whole section of Third World Retaliation covering W words 
and graphics - consumerism, arms trade, hemp and more. Highly 
Recommended! 

No Future #4 ($3ppt/Gene Suicide/ 2315 Green St/Harrisburg PA 
17110) Since this zine has been like a tribute to the Sex Pistols, I was 
really curious how it would respond to their reformation. Three cheers 
to totally slagging the shit out of the Sex Pistols and Johnny Lydon for 
being a greedy bastard trying to capitalize on this resurgence. Gene 
writes with a lot of anger and an “I don’t give a fuck" attitude. I don’t 
always feel that I’m coming from the same place, but I none-the-less 
appreciate his ability to tell it like he sees it. There are also reviews of 
films and Sex Pistols related videos. It’s worth it alone to read the lengthy 
slag on the Sex Pistols.

This is put together with half handwritten, half typed and collaged text that 
covers a random variety of stuff. From support for a woman abortion 
doctor in Montana, women and free speech statistics, education, random 
thoughts, and a few reviews. It's not an exceptional zine, but the attitude 
is good. It really just needs some organization and a little focus.

Under The Volcano #31 (S2/POB 23&'Nesconset NY 11767) Now on an 
upgraded stock of newsprint. Intv. w'Anal Cunt, Babyland, Down By Law, 
Motherbox Records and Waterdog. Donny the Punk column, as well as 
other columns, and loads of reviews. Very consistent. Under The Volcano 
#32 I was really shocked to read in the editorial about how they just "signed 
a huge distribution national deal” so that as more copies are sold, less will 
be distributed free and they say that "is exactly what we’ve worked so hard 
all this time for. It’s not shocking in that I’ve always sorta felt like this zine 
mimicked the big music media. On the other hand when I’m so used to our 
concept of doing things on our own, that to hear the pride of signing a “deal’’ 
(selling out) that will make us now have to pay for this (so they can get their 
hard deserved pay back) is disappointing. The best thing about this zine was 
that it’s free, and free circulating zines always create a certain forum for 
spreading info. In my eyes the goal for a publication should be to make it free, 
not to be able to sell it. Makes it sound like up till now it’s sucked so bad that 
they had to give it away.

And in between 
I saw them play at countless clubs and venues all over the city. In 
fact that was one of the best things about Yuppicide - they played 
everywhere and they were always a great band to see. Nice folks, 
good music and always fun. So when their last show was 
announced with a video being filmed, it was a big event and all of 
these label-mate bands wanted to be in on the video. Most of these 
other bands I never actually saw, and some I never really cared to. 
But since they have been names in the NYC HC scene, it was Mnda 
cool to finally get to see them all attached to this “event”. This video 
is really well done - with a few songs from each of these bands and 
then the whole Yuppicide set along with short interviews with 
various “scenesters” interspersed. It got me kind of emotional and 
brought back a lot of memories, and finally gave the term “Old 
School" a meaning for me. This is a classic and shouldn’t be 
missed. It’s one of those where if you were there then you’ll want 
the moment and if you weren’t there, you’ll wish you had been.
